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RUSSIAN HAMS IN SPACE? 

One or more Russian Hams in space could be on the air from the 
Mir space station by mid-July. Information just reaching the west 
indicates that the Soviets may send at least one licensed radio 
amateur and a ham station to Mir when an anticipated crew change 
takes place. The current crew has been on board Mir for almost 180 
days, and if the Russians keep to their past timetable, such a 
change appears to be imminent. 

Right now, there is only speculation as to the type of gear the 
Soviets might carry to the space station. AMSAT President Vern 
Riportella, WA2LQQ, notes that while VHF SSB is very popular in 
IARU Region I, the problem of doppler shift between the orbiting 
space platform and earthbound stations would make an SSB 
operation difficult. Nor, says Rip, is it known which band or 
frequencies might be chosen by the Soviets to operate. However, 
most observers tend to think that the Russians will be looking to get 
as much international publicity as possible from such a ham in 
space operation. This would indicate that they would almost have 
to follow the band plan set down by Dr. Owen Garriott, W4LFL, 
when he became the first radio amateur to operate from earth 
orbit. This consists of various sets of two meter frequencies which 
are popular in different regions of the world. It also means 
operating using the now space-proven FM mode. However, the 
Soviets are also known for their one-upmanship when it comes to 
outdoing the west in the field of space, so don’t discount the 
possibility of some sort of exotic mode operation such as packet or 
possibly 2-way fast-scan full color ATV. 

Right now, all the information in the west is based upon rumor 
and supposition. But if it does happen, it will mean that the Soviets 
will become the first to have an amateur radio operation from a 
manned orbiting space station. 

Also expected from Russia is the launch of the Radio Sport 10 
satellite, now renamed as R/S - 9. The original R/S - 9 has been 
officially cancelled and R/S - 10 has been re-designated to take its 
place. The Soviets are now indicating that the launch of this new 
ham bird should occur before month’s end, and in theory, R/S - 9 
would be in orbit by the time this newsletter reaches you. (But, 
don’t bet on it.)

LONG DISTANCE BICYCLING 
By René Freret, NaMHL 

On May 23, at 0700 Hours nineteen Bicyclists set out to complete 
the last of five Qualification Rides (brevets) for the 900 Km. Paris- 
Brest-Paris Cycling Event in France scheduled for August this 
year. The cyclists were mostly from the Miami area, but the event 
was being held on back roads around the Sebring-Avon Park area 
of Florida. Ham radio operators using 2-Meter Repeaters assisted 
in the event. : 

About two months prior to the ride a long distance phone call was 
made for assistance to Larry Prelog KE4PM, his ‘name being 
selected quite arbitrarily from Andy Clark’s mailing list for the 
Florida Skip magazine. It turned out to be a very lucky choice. 
Larry took charge and organized a group of volunteers to keep 
track of the cyclists as they rode the 390 mile route. Since it was 
necessary for the Cyclists to do the distance in less than 40 hours, 
volunteers were needed at several times throughout Saturday 
night. Larry and his group of volunteers came through with more 
than enough checkpoint coverage and assistance. 

Radio operators Del Freret, W4KB, Kathryn Freret, N4NWN, 
and René Frefet, N4MLH (all from Miami) remained at the motel 
where the Control Post was located while the local hams fanned out 
the back roads to the checkpoints. The familiarity of the area by the 
local hams out on the course and using non-local hams as the 
control point worked quite well — so well that at one point control 
knew three riders were lost before the riders knew themselves! 
Some of the hams out on the route didn’t even see the cyclists 
because of the nearly 400 miles of road covered. However, after the 
ride many riders made positive comments regarding the Net — 
pleased that their locations on the route were constantly monitored 
just in case of trouble.

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EMERGENCY ANTENNA 

Ingredients: 
1 Handitalkie or mobile rig 
1 AEA Hot Rod antenna 
25 Feet or more RG/8X coax 
2 PL-259 Coax Connectors 
2 UG-176/U Reducer Adapters 
1 BNC Male to SO-239 Adapter 
1 BNC Female to PL-259 Adapter 
1 PL-258 Coupler (Barrel Connector) 
1 3-0z. Fish sinker 
1 Small spool fish line or string 

During a hurricane, any emergency, public service, etc., this 
antenna, that will fit in a space smaller than a shoe box when not in 
use (including handitalkie), can give you about 15 dB gain over a 
rubber duck. Hook the antenna to the coax, string it up to the ceiling 
inside an emergency shelter, outside to a flagpole, tree, etc., then 
apply 1 watt of H/T power and you can doa very respectable job of 
communicating. I tried it out at Lake Seminole Park in Pinellas 
County 22 miles away from the TBRA repeater. With the antenna 18 
feet up in a pine tree, I got a ‘‘full quieting” report from KB4TNE. 
My rubber duck couldn’t quack the repeater at ground level run- 
ning five watts. 


SMALL ANTENNA 


BIG TALK POWER 


This 1/2 wave end fed collapsable whip does not need radials like 
a 5/8 wave whip would, used in the same manner. Even among the 
pine needles the SWR was only 1.2 to 1 and of course easy to remove 
because it is only a little fatter than a pencil. Why so many parts? 
With all the adapters, you have numerous pieces of equipment that 
you can hook up to with quick change capability of all parts. I 
usually don’t recommend RG/8X for two meter work because it is 
lossy but in this case its easy handling characteristics are a real 
plus. 

Practical positioning of the antenna: Yes, it may be a little dif- 
ficult at first to find a spot in a shelter to raise the antenna, but just 
think of it as putting up party decorations, etc. Some gymnasiums 
have ropes or rings hanging from the ceiling, ladders are usually 
available and so on. Tie it up with the fish line or use the sinker tied 
to the line and toss it over the limb of a tree and pull the antenna up. 
Try to leave enough slack in the line for positioning up and down 
and from side to side to find the ‘‘hot spot’’ best for talking. 

Summary: I thought that for such a simple looking arrangement 
to give very good results with little effort, it was well worth it. How 
much? Cost(*) on all parts new is about $40.00. Remember, that’s 
including connectors, adapters, and coax!! When you try this out, 
you may find it will work well as base station antenna. Practical, 
simple, and most of all, VERY PORTABLE. 

Construction: Solder the two PL-259 Connectors on the coax, 
using the reducer adapters. The rest are twist on or screw on fit- 
tings.

That’s the considered 
opinion of all of the DXers that we have been in contact with lately! 
The sunspot numbers have been higher on the average the past 
three months and increasing.

For anyone needing BV0 or BV2R, Tim or Frank, they have been 
on quite consistently about 8:00 A.M. local time and promise to 
continue to be there to work the USA exclusively and more im- 
portant the ‘‘4’”’ land guys who have poor propagation.

I have been anticipating the improvement in the propagation and 
decided to bring my QSL activities current with my log. This 
brought to mind very graphically the cost of QSLing. To those of 
you who have not really pursued this activity — it’s costly! A direct 
QSL usually costs $.44 to mail and with that country’s stamps $1.30 
for return postage! A total of $1.74 per card — if you are in the 
log!!! The alternative is usually two IRCs which are now being sold 
at the USPO for $.80 each — or a total of $1.60!!! If you QSL via the 
bureau — and the other ham is a member of his bureau ?? — it 
costs considerably less. The ARRL Outgoing bureau allows one 
pound of cards per month for $1.00. That’s nice! ! HOWEVER — the 
U.S. Post Office gets $.22 for the first ounce and $.17 for all ounces 
after that! One pound of cards then costs $3.52 plus $1.00 or $4.52 to 
mail. 

Then comes the Incoming bureau!! It’s the same cost or a little 
more since you furnish the 6-1/2 x 3-1/2”’ envelope and multiple 
envelopes for more frequent mailings of your cards. I hope that you 
are not ina hurry! 

I know that many of the newer DXers have not looked ahead to 
consider the foregoing, but for many it’s a considerable bite in the 
budget even via the bureau.

NOVICE ENHANCEMENT 


By Mac, AAR4ND 

NOVICE ENHANCEMENT is the label the American Radio 
Relay League placed on the most important change that the 
Federal Communication Commission made in the licensing of 
Amateurs for more than a decade. It not only extends the privileges 
of licensees but changes the manner in which they are issued. 

Novices may now operate on portions the 220 and 1270 KHz bands 
and both Technicians and Novices on the 28.1 - 28.5 KH. segment of 
10 meter band (see QST Apr. 87, p.70 for details). Simultaneously 
the written requirements for elements 3A for the technician and 3B 
for general licenses are restructured. The 5 wpm code requirement 
for both Novices and Technicians is still in effect. 

These changes will be most beneficial to MARS. It will increase 
the number of prospective MARS members by the estimated 80,000 
Amateurs that have new phone and digital privileges on 10 meters. 
This is taking place during a period in which almost 21,000 new 
licenses are issued each year and the net increase in licensed 
operators is almost 8,500 annually. 

Whether or not MARS takes advantage of this very favorable 
environment depends upon the operators themselves. 

The equipment needed to utilize the CW, Voice, Packet and 
RTTY modes is now available at affordable prices. In addition to 
the Amateur frequencies the Department of Defense allocates 
specific military frequencies and provides gateway stations to 
handle traffic for the Armed services. Finally the reward for 
providing communication services to the Military personnel is 
high. 

MARS members no longer have to depend upon surplus and 
outdated equipment. Now they can assemble a communication 
system that will do the job they have volunteered in the mode that 
they are most comfortable with. This will enable them to get the 
real satisfaction ‘‘Hams’”’ derive from radio.

THE BOTTOM LINE: “MAXCOM WORKS” 
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THE PACKET CORNER 
By Vince Clarke, N4NZI 
It has occurred to me that someone should write a series of ar- 
ticles for the ‘‘modulator’’ audience on packet radio. To this end, I 
plan to write a series of reports, information, details, etc., on the 
subject and as an introduction, let me say that packet radio, 
although it has been around for a few years, is now coming into its 
own with great interest and attention being given to it by the ARRL. 
Let me begin by giving a very brief description of a typical 
packet installation. Packet Radio is Digital communications 
provided by use of a transmitter/receiver and a means of sending 
and receiving this information through the use of tones. In order to 
transmit and receive the tones data one must have a means of 
translating the tones into RF and sending/receiving it in the same 
manner, that is, once received, the RF must be translated back into 
tones. 
Without going into the varied and intricate details of the 


established protocols used in Digital communication networks, I 
will just say that there is a recognized protocol and it is ‘n- 


corporated by all manufacturers as an established standard. 
Now, back to the tones translation. 


To get started in packet radio you need, of course, a transmitter 
and a receiver. In addition you need a means of communicating 
information to the instrument and in the case of packet radio, that 
is a computer or a terminal. In order to connect the computer to a 
transceiver you need what is called a terminal node controller, 
commonly known as the ‘“‘TNC.” The TNC does the translation 
back and forth of the digital tones to RF and vice-versa. 


Your computer can be as small as a VIC-20 or as large as you 
wish. I think that if you are going to get interested in Packet Radio 
you must first decide what else you want to do with your computer 
(or terminal). Many already have computers, and in these cases 
they have to decide which TNC to get to hook up with the tran- 
sceiver. At any rate, your computer should have a screen to view 
what you are composing and receiving, although a screen is not 
essential. In the absence of a screen, you must have a printer. You 
can also have a disk drive, but this is an option you can decide on 
later, unless you know you are going to need one when you decide 
which computer you are going to buy for other reasons. Back to the 
TNC. There are many on the market and the March/87 issue of QST 
will give you an idea of their cost and specifications. Read this 
before deciding. The basic requirement for making your decision 
goes back to which computer you decide on. Commdore does a good 
job in providing the connections to their computer(s) so that you 
can use a less costly TNC which is compatible with their com- 
puters. If you own a computer it may have an RS-232-C serial port 
and in order to hook up a TNC you must buy a TNC with this mind, 
and they area little more costly.” 


I urge you to get involved in what is becoming the fastest group of 
enthusiastic amateurs on packet radio. It is not only a fun ap- 
plication of ham radio but is fast becoming the new standard for 
traffic handling RACES and ARES. Read the article in the April/87 
issue of QST ‘‘Noon of a New Era” for more information about this 
and how the ARRL has established a committee to develop stand- 
ards for traffic handling and how they plan to avoid having 
messages lying around in the Bulletin Board stations without being 
delivered. 


More in next month’s issue. I will continue to write as long as 
there is an interest, and in closing, just let me say that your club 
(FMARC) has decided to sponsor the installation” of a 
“Digipeater’’ in the Fort Myers Area. Next month I will explain the 
“Digipeater’’ as well as the “‘MailBox”’ and Bulletin Board System. 
Stay tuned. 

If Ihave managed to whet your appetite, then I am glad. In future 
I will be writing about how Novices and Technicians can get started 
right away in packet radio, allowing their involvement in this 
“new’’ communications adventure.

It operates on 
145.010 MHz, and is located in Cutler Ridge. 

Two other digipeaters were put in the Miami Downtown area, | 
designated BIS (Biscayne). One on 145.010 and the other is on: 
220.570 MHz for the BBS Backbone. 

The N4LDG PBBS is replacing the K4TKU PBBS for serving the 
Miami LAN, as Jim, K4TKU will be working HF for traffic for- 
warding only. The N4LDG PBBS is operational 24 hours a day, and 
is located in Kendall. The frequency is 145.030 MHz, and all packet 
stations are encouraged to leave mail or bulletins. Users in the 
Homestead area are encouraged to utilize the AA4TM-1 PBBS 
located in Homestead, Bill, AA4TM recently moved down from 
Tallahassee, where he operated his PBBS. 

Several other projects are being worked on by club members, 
including a 440 repeater to serve the South Dade area. A general 
membership meeting will be held soon, and the date and time will 
be posted on all local PBBS’s. To find out more about the club, or ta 
join, leave mail for N4LDG or N4NIA at the N4LDG PBBS.

YEAR! Holy cow! Well, anyone who has known me knows that I 


epitomize that fundamental ham principle: do everything as — 


inexpensively as possible. (My xyl, Barbara, prefers to use the 
word “‘cheap’’.) | 

After reading this beautiful article about books, Bulletin Board 
Services and national, international and foreign amateur satellite 
organizations, I realized there had to be a better (substitute: 
“cheaper”’) way! They ALL wanted money, you know, coin of the 
realm, dubloons, moola. 


I thought ‘‘Doesn’t the U.S. government launch satellites into

meter radios, powered by a gasoline generator.

The club plans to have members, with their two-meter radios, 
spotted at different locations in the SCC environs. Any resident 
owning a two-meter radio can listen in on the SCC calls made to 
Brandon, Bradenton, Sarasota and other repeaters-stations 
capable of boosting signals an even greater distance than two- 
meter radios. 

“We'll have about 20 participants in this demonstration 
positioned at different locations around Sun City Center,” said 
Irving Gallaher, W2CRW, president of the SCC Amateur Radio 
Club. 

‘“‘We want to make sure our equipment is in good working order 
and we can help people during an emergency. We’re doing this now 
So we can work out any mistakes or breakdowns when there is an 
emergency.”’ 

The 6-year-old SCC Amateur Radio Club meets on Wednesdays 
throughout the year in the Town Hall complex at 3 p.m. All in- 
terested persons are invited.
